May it plecute your Excellency, 

1. — 1. We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to your Excellency this our Forty-eighth Report. In this 
Report all statements connected with the expenditure of the public 
grants refer to the year ended 31st March, 18S2; but the statistics 
connected with the number of schools, number of pupils on the rolls, 
the average daily attendance, and with the results of the Inspectors’ 
examinations, refer to the year ended 31st December, 1881. 

Schools add Attendance. 

2. On the 31st of December, 1881, we had 7,648 schools on the Increase of 
Operation List. During the year 70 schools, most of which Ss!l “ ols - 
had been inoperative for a considerable time, were struck off the 

Roll or suspended, or became amalgamated with other National 
schools ; 134 schools were brought into operation — viz., 86 non- 
vested, and 48 vested, giving a net increase of 58 schools as 
compared with 1 880. Nine of the schools which were brought 
into operation had been previously in connexion with the Board, 
but for various causes had been suspended. 

3. The number of pupils on rolls who made at least one attend- Attendance 

ance during the last fourteen days (fortnight) immediately pre- 
ceding the annual examinations in the schools during the year uightjof 
ended 31st December, 1881, was 674,290.* ras ? lt f 

4. The average daily attendance of pupils for the year 1881 was Decrease in 
453,567, showing a decrease in that period of 14,990. The 
number in 1880 was 468,557. As was pointed ont in our report 11 m ™ te ' 
for 1880, the abnormal increase in that year, viz., 33,503, was to a 

large extent due to the influx of children into the schools to receive 
the rations of food distributed by the various comnmtees in relief 
of the distress which then prevailed. It will, however, be seen

Workhouse Schools. 

Worktoose 27. The number of Workhouse Schools in connexion with us on 
c 00 ' the 31st December, 1881, was 158. Of these schools 42 are in 
Ulster, 4S in Munster, 39 in Leinster, and 29 in Connaught. 

These schools were examined on the same system as the Ordinary 
Schools, and extracts from the reports of our Inspectors were 
communicated to the Local Government Board, for the information 
of the different Boards of Guardians. The salaries of the Teachers 
are determined by the Poor Law authorities, and paid from' the 
Consolidated Fund; but the Poor Law Guardians" have power, 
under the Teachers Act, to award from the rates the amount of 
results fees payable on the Inspectors’ reports. 
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The total number of pupils appearing on the rolls of these 
Workhouse Schools during the year ending 31st December, 

1881, was 15,420, and the average daily attendance was 8,333. 

Teachers and Students in Training. 

28. The establishments in which the Teachers and Students at- Training 
tending at our Training Institution are boarded and lodged con- 
tinue to be efficiently conducted. The inmates have been distin- 
guished, as heretofore, for the general correctness of their conduct, 
for order and discipline, for the exercise of kindly feeling towards 
one another, and for the careful observance of their religious 
duties. 

The total number of Teachers and Students trained in 1881 Was dumber 
161, viz. : 74 males and 87 females. Of these, C5 were Roman tran " !d ' 
Catholics, 43 late Established Church, 48 Presbyterians, and 5 were 
of other persuasions. Fifty-nine were Principal or Assistant 
Teachers, and 102 were chiefly ex-pupil-teachers, ex-monitors, 
or distinguished pupils of National Schools. The total number 
trained from the commencement of our proceedings up to 31st 
December, 1881, was 10,714. Of these only 3,554 are now in 
charge of National Schools, as will bo seen from the following 
table.

This regulation for payment of the contingent fees — penny for 
penny with the local aid — applied to all Schools in Non-Contribu- 
tory Unions examined on or after the 1st April, 1881.

School Farms and Gardens. 

School 49 , Xhe total number of School Farms in connexion with the 
Emm. B oal .,i on the 31st December, 1881, was 74. All the Agricultural 
Schools were examined during the year, and special results fees 
for agriculture were granted upon the answering of the pupils. 
The total number of pupils examined in agriculture in this class 
of schools was 990, of whom 428 passed in the agricultural 
programme. 

We had also 19 schoolshaving School Gardens attached, for the 
management of which, and for the agricultural knowledge displayed 
by the pupils, we granted special agricultural fees, upon the reports 
of the District Inspectors. The number of pupils examined iu the 
School Gardens last year was 308, of whom 157 passed. 

As set forth in the table at page 24, there were 37,476 pupils 
examined in agriculture by the District Inspectors in the Ordinary 
National Schools at the Results’ examinations, of whom. 1 8,517 
passed. The total number of pupils examined in agriculture during 
the year 1881 (including the pupils of Ordinary Agricultural 
Schools and School Gardens, referred to above), was accordingly 
38,774, of whom 19,102 gained passes for their proficiency in that 
branch. 

Teachers’ Residences. 

Residences jo, Xhe Act for providing residences for the teachers of non- 
Teichers. vested National Schools, passed by the Legislature iu August, 1S75, 
has not up to the present been so generally availed of as might he 
expected. The number of applications formally made for loans in 
1881 was 39, all of which were approved; and 3 grants, as 
distinct from loans, were made to build residences in connexion 
with vested Schools. 

The total number of applications since 1875 for loans was 265, 
of which 238 were favourably entertained; and the number of ap- 
plications for grants in connexion with vested schools was 5 7, of 
which 36 were aided. 

51. The number of free residences, throughout Ireland, provided 
without aid from the State, is 1,231. 

Teachers’ Pension Act. 

Peasions 52. From a statement received from the Teachers’ Super- 
Teacters, animation Office, it appears that the number of teachers connected 
with the Pension Fund in the year ended the 3lst December, 1881, 
was 9,343, and the amount paid in pensions was £6,779 18s. 9d., 
and in gratuities, £5,540. 
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Further results attained by this measure of the Legislature for the 
benefit of the Teachers will be set forth in the Appendix to this 
Report. 

Statistics for Ireland arranged for Comparison witii 
similar Statistics for Great Britain. 

53. In 1879 the Official Statistics Committee appointed by the Statistics 
Government recommended that certain Educational Statistics for . c ™‘ 
common to the three countries, should be given each year in a 
comparable form, for England and Wales, Scotland, and Ireland. 

The appended table gives the information for Ireland for 1881. 

54. We have to express our regret at the decease of a dis- 
tinguished member of our Commission, the Rev. P. S. Henry, d.d., 
who, for over 43 years, was an active and valuable promoter of 
National Education. 

David Ross, Esq., ll.d., q. 0 ., was appointed by your Excellency’s 
predecessor to the vacancy.
